The 
cost, is shared by these two 
groups and the Mathesius 
Foundation (initiated by 
Geneva Steel Company.) 
Donors and ticket sales are 
added to these funds to 
provide the $80,000 needed. 


Dr. Goodman, as chairman of 
the lyceum committee, goes 
to New York every fall to 
meet with the Alliance of 
Western College and 
University Concert Managers 
to negotiate contracts for the 
coming season. 

One of the most serious 
problems currently faced by 
the Music Department is a 
shortage of space and 
facilities. At least 150 
students who wanted to have 
private voice lessons this 
semester were turned away. 


And, out of a large group of 
well qualified pianists who 
signed up for the course, only 
six were allowed to take 
classroom organ lessons. -Dr. 
Goodman and the 
administrators are well aware 
of this lack of facilities and 
claim that they are working 
to correct it. Dr. Halliday 
taught here when the Harris 
Fine Arts Center was being 
designed and built. He 
reported that they planned 
what they would need for a 
student body of 12,000 and 
frenpe had. toe cut thie 
specifications listed; the 
lowest contractor’s bid for 
the job was one million 
dollars more than the money 
allotted. He said that the 
facility was outgrown before 
it was even all built. 

Every music student faces 
the personal problem of how 
to support himself after 
graduation. Some of BYU’s 
top performers have found 
themselves unemployed after 
graduation. 

When asked about such 
problems, Dr. Goodman 
expressed his concern and 
wish that these people had 
taken his advice to go into a 
more practical line of 
professional music. Most of 
his graduates have done this 
and have found great personal 
satisfaction and good 
monetary rewards by so 
doing. Among the options for 
music majors are to become: 
music educators, composers, 
arrangers, music copyists, or 
registered musical therapists. 

Dr. Goodman said that 
there is still a great demand 
for music educators. Since 
the first of September he has 
had half-a-dozen school 
principals in his office asking 
for music teachers. “We are 
not qualifying people for 
non-existing jobs,’’ he 
rmeisved, Win SuLhwe 
certification people have even 
asked him to lower BYU 
certification standards in 
order to provide more music 
teachers. 

But despite the difficulties, 
most BYU music students 
would concur with Ray 
Arbizu, a voice teacher and 
former professional opera 
singer, “When you have art in 
you it must be expressed; it is 
something holy, wonderful, 
and good.” For them, the 
sacrifice is a small price to 
pay for the fulfillment 
received.

house the bird, fish and 
reptile collections of the 
current museum. Level two, 
the ground level, will be the 
central exhibition floor of the 
museum. A two story high 
display area will take up most 
of the floor; the finest visual 
displays of the museum, 
including the large game 
animals, will be on display 
here. A small area will be set 
aside for the display of live 
reptiles, insects and fish on 
this floor, so visitors can 
identify living species. 

The second level will also 
have the administrative 
offices of the new museum 
and a display construction 
shop. 

A large balcony .on the 
third level will look onto the 
main display show cases of 
the ground floor. Also on this 
highest level will be found a 
reading room, lecture room, 
research facilities and the 
homes. Ofesthe plant 
collections, mammal 
collection and ‘“‘special” 
(rare) collections of the 
museum. 

“This is the fulfillment of a 
dream that is many years 
old,” says, Dr. Wilmer W. 
Tanner, present curator of 
the Life Sciences Museum, 
“For the first time we will be 
able to provide the public 
with a superbly-organized 
research and display center 
for the biological sciences.” 

Dr. Tanner became the 
curator of the museum in 
June, 1972, after nearly 
twenty five years of service as 
a professor of zoology at 
BYU. The grey-haired 
curator, dressed in the blue 
frock of a scientist, radiated a 
quiet enthusiasm, when 
questioned about the new 
center. 

“Tt will finally give us room 
for expansion,” he. said. 
“We've been given some rich 
treasure houses of specimens 
recently, and our storage 
problems are becoming acute. 
Just as an example, our 
collections of amphibians and 
reptiles total in. the 
neighborhood of 40,000 
specimens.” . 

A long list of eminent 
scientists and competent, 
well-known amateur 
collectors have donated the 
results of their life work to 
BYU over the years. 


“We are still working with: 


individuals to obtain other

American specimens in the 
museum beginning in 1902. 
‘When I first arrived at BYU 
as a student in 1909, Van 
Buren had set up a nice little 
museum in the Education 
Building,’ recalls Dr. Vasco 
Tanner, professor emeritus of 
zoology. “‘There were stuffed 


animals, birds, and whole 
cases of ‘study groups’ from 
the Cluff Expedition.” 

But Van Buren left. the 
University in 1911 to enter 
private business in Chicago. 
Sometime in the next 14 
years, the museum was 
dismantled and the exhibits 
scattered around campus.

Eugenio Montale, who won 
the 1975 Nobel Prize for 
Literature last week, is the 
most important living poet in 
Italy, and also the most 
influential. Born in Genoa on 
Golumbus Day, 13896; 
Montale spent his boyhood 
and youth between his native 
city and the family villa of 
Monterosso. His well-to-do 
father, a businessman, 
enabled Montale to devote 
himself to his favorite 
Occupations—reading and 
singing. And he read 
avidly—French novelists, 
English poets, philosophers 
like Schopenhauer, Bergson, 
Boutroux, Groce, in addition 
to the Italian classics. 

In 1917 Montale was called 
up for military service, he saw 
action as an infantry officer 
on the ‘‘Trentino” front 
against the Austrians. The 
experience of the war left its 
mark on him, as did his 
exposure to the ugly climate 
of Fascist dictatorship in the 
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Montale 


postwar years. At the end of 
World War I he came back to 
Genoa where he remained 
until 1927. 

Montale published in 1925 
his statement on_ literary 
policy, “Stile e Tradizione” 
in a literary journal J] Baretti, 
advocating a dynamic, 
responsible attitude toward 
tradition and a combination 
of stylistic sobriety with 
openness to the new and the 
“foreign.” In the same year 
his journalist friend Piero 
Gobetti of Turin, and editor 
of Jl Baretti published 
Montale’s first book of verse 
entitled Ossi di seppia 
(Cuttlefish Bones). 

Montale did not write at 
the time anything that could 
be properly called “war 
verse,’ yet the repercussion 
of that first holocaust of the 
century is to be felt in the 
atmosphere of hopelessness. 
War for Montale lays bare our 


essential humanity—these 


political and metaphysical 
forebodings and uncertainties 
merge with a concern for 
personal identity and 
determine the search for a 
pattern or significance. 
Montale found he could 


not support himself by} 
literary journalism, and so in} 
1927 he moved from Genoa | 


to Florence to work for a 
local publisher. Two years 


later he became curator of} 


the Vieusseux library, but he 


refused to apply for} 


membership in the Fascist 
party where in 1938 his 
employers fired him for 
political reasons. He remained 
in Florence until well after 
the end of World War Il, 
during which conflict, he 
managed to escape 
harassment. Meanwhile, the 
literary and artistic milieu of 
Florence had taken him to its 
heart, and the-‘Jiberal 


magazine Solaria had} 


provided the forum once 
suppled by Jl Baretti. The 
““Mermetic¢se’:.poets 
recognized him as their leader 


and model (along with } 


Ungaretti),.and the 
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heartening acclaim from a 
wide reading public. 
Finisterre, the nucleus of a 
third book of poetry to 
come, appeared in Lugano, 
Switzerland, in 1942, while 
its author lay low in 
Florence. The end of the war 
found him still there, and 
witnessed a short-lived 
resurgence of belief in 
positivé=<polrticat 
participation, after which 
Montale lapsed into a 
personal kind of skepticism. 
In 1948 he moved from 
Florence to Milan, where the 
daily newspaper, // Corriere 
della Sera, employed him as 
contributing editor to its 
literary and musical sections. 
In 1956 there appeared 
Montale’s third major book 
of verse entitled La bufera e 


of. 1942. And as the “years 


went by, new publications 
came out: the sparse verse of 
Satura (printed privately in 
1962) and Xenia (which 
commemorated his loving 
wife, Drusilla Tanzi, who died 
in 1963), the miscellaneous 
essays of Auto da fe (1966), 
surveying four decades of 
literary activity, the 
travelogue pages of Fuori di 
Casa (Abrodad, 1969), the 
correspondence with Italian 
novelist Italo Svevo, and the 
fourth major book of verse 
Sdtura. (1994). Furtivet 
volumes at the present 
moment are known to be in 
the works. 

The most ‘conspicuous 
characteristic of Ossi di 
seppia is its strikingly 
uniform level of maturity—a 


af orreu

development one can often 


trace in the works and careers 
of other poets. In other 
words, insofar as the degree 
of moral, psychological, and 
artistic maturity is concerned, 
most of the, poems in Ossi di 
seppia, Le occasioni, and La 
bufera e altro might, in-a 
way, have been written in the 
same period. 

Empathy and detachment, 
cosmic effusion and 
alienation, surging life forces 
and deathly dryness alternate 
or intertwine in the whole 
cycle of Cuttlefish Bones. 
The poems portray Montale’s 
desire to communicate seen 
in a relentless quest for 
meaning as he confronts the 
natural elements of his world.
